I PICKED up W. H. Hudson's ‘ Far Away And Long Ago.” last evening 
and read page after page. I have read it many times but every time 
I re-read it. i t quiets my soul. I have a group of books like this which I 
keep handy because they do quiet my soul. Such books are for the tired, 
discouraged, or confused hour. 
Hudson devoted a lifetime to the study of nature in all its moods, to 
the observation of bird and animal life—and he loved it all. 
Into the 
world he breathed this love, and though he went through the bitterest of 
poverty most of his years, he was forever cheering others and bequeath­ 
ing that rare sense of beauty which he owned, to millions of people. 
Mcxst of our great composers suffered dire poverty. 
Beethoven com­ 
posed in his deafness. But how the hearts and souls of men have known 
I quiet and peace because of their immortal compositions. 
Music soothes, 
j rests, inspires. 
Thoreau almast totally withdrew from the world that he might be happy 
in the very arms of nature. He tramped the woods, sat for hours beside 
streams and ponds and w-atched the life of the lower creations, but from 
them he evolved a philosophy of life that brought quiet to his soul. Today 
lie is read and beloved for all that he left in his writing—observations of 
his happy experiences. 
I once heard the noted evangelist, Sam Jones. 
He was a dynamic 
character. He loved trains, so after his death his wife buried him near a 
great continental track—“where he could see them pass.” 
Friends bring quiet and peace, often when all else has failed. Charles 
Kingsley was once asked the secret of his happiness and success, and his 
reply was “I had a friend.” Who is it to whom we turn w-hen things grow 
dark and we seem so last to ourselves? 
To a friend who will help to 
quiet our soul. 
To many of us nothing Ls more soothing than the forces and gifts of 
nature. The gentle wind, the fragrant meadow, the thick forest, the rugged 
hills, the w-ash of the sea. the song of the rain, the quiet of the night, 
and the wonder of the sky—especially when fully lit at midnight. 
But. chief of all to quiet the soul, is the last brief prayer of thankful­ 
ness before our eyes curtain us in sleep at the close of the day.

raise the price of food? 


Perhaps you are one of those fortunate people 
who could afford to pay larger food bills. 
There 
are many who could not. 


In future articles, we shall describe in detail 
the Store Tax Act, House Bill Number 228. 
For 
the present it is sufficient to say that it is a huge 
tax on chain stores, the stores which have done 
more than all other institutions combined to bring 
wholesome food within reach of the average 
family. 


“Taxes are paid in the sweat of every man 
who labors.” 


If this bill is passed we would have no choice 
but to add the tax to the price of food. 


We are, of course, worried about the future 
of our own business and the welfare of the 62,037 
Pennsylvanians who work in chain stores. 
Passage 
of the Store Tax Act would mean the closing of 
hundreds of our stores. 


Your legislators are governed entirely by your 
desires. They do not know how you feel about this 
concealed sales tax on food. A letter or a post-card 
to your Representative and Senator would let them 
know your wishes. 


If our State of Pennsylvania were different 
from the rest of the Nation; if need and want and 
hunger were unknown within our borders, then 
legislation to raise the cost of living would not be 
so tragic. It might possibly be justified upon social, 
if not upon economic grounds. It might be excused 
as one of those expediencies which voters have 
always accepted as a part of democratic govern­ 
ment, and to which legislators often resort to meet 
the ever-increasiing cost of state government. 


But Pennsylvania is not different from the rest 
of the Nation. 
One-third, at least, of its people 
know the pangs of hunger, the bite of winter on 
poorly clad bodies, the barrenness of poor homes. 


Is it wise—or if it is wise, is it our right to con­ 
sider laws which will deny large numbers of dis­ 
couraged citizens even one less loaf of bread? 


Yet House Bill Number 228 would go much 
further than that. 
Although it is known as the 
“Store Tax Act,” it is actually a tax which would 
be borne heavily by the people of Pennsylvania 
who do not now have enough food. 
It would 
increase the retail price of food.

OUTINTO OPEN 


Encyclical C h a r g e s 
Reich Has Violated 
German-Vatican 
Concordat. 


SHE GETS HER G MAN 


Berlin, March 22 < AP)—A fresh 
breach between Nazi Germany and 
the Catholic church was in prospect 
Sunday as the result of a vigorous 
pastoral letter by Pope Pius 
XI cir­ 
culated to the Catholics 
of 
G er­ 
many. 
Tile Pope in 
his 
letter 
which 
astounded even Germ an Catholics, 
accused the Nazi regime of having 
violated the G erm an-V atican con­ 
cordat cf 1933 and encouraging an ti­ 
christian movements. 
The principles 
of 
the 
Catholic 
faith were presented 
in the 
Holy 
Father's 
pronouncement 
in 
such 
sharp contrast to the philosophical 
teaching of Nazism 
that 
Catholic 
circles in Berlin fully exjiected the 
Nazi Governm ent to cancel the con­ 
cordat. 
Read from the pulpits as a Send- 
schreiben. or 
pastoral 
letter, the 
message, said Catholic circles, be­ 
crust of its content and general ap ­ 
peal, was the equivalent of an en ­ 
cyclical. although technically did not 
bear that name. 
Delivered Secretly to Parishes 
The Pope's letter arrived in B er­ 
lin only late Saturday night. It was 
delivered to the 
various 
parishes 
secretly by automobile messengers. 
At the Eerlin Cathedral it was read 
by Count Konrad 
Von 
Preysing- 
Iichtenegg-M oos. Bishop of Berlin, 
Late Sunday afternoon the bish­ 
op summoned all Berlin members of 
Catholic men's societies to a special 
meeting, in the course of which he 
told his flock of the gravity of the 
situation and adjured 
them 
to be 
prepared for an open fight with the 
Nazi regime. 
Informed Catholic circles regard­ 
ed the moment as well chosen psy­ 
chologically for the church to bring 
its 
grievances 
against 
the 
Nazi 
regime into the open. 
It coincides I 
with 
the 
Protestant 
opposition’s 
fight against the general synodical 
elections which Reichsfuhrer Hitler 
has ordered held and with the re ­ 
moval from the Austrian cabinet of 
the pro-G erm an Odo Neustaedtcr-

Also, a sharp lawn mower, oil can 
kept filled for use, dibble for set­ 
ting out seedlings, fiats for starting 
seeds, flower pots of various size® 
for transplanting, sharp sickle, grass 
shears, wheelbarrow. 
Other items needed arc syringe 
for watering seedlings, heavy leath­ 
er or rubber gloves for pruning 
thorny material, priming knife, saw.

Madrid, March 22 (AF)—Govern - 
Tile government reported its troops 
on the Guadalajara front Sunday, 
pressing forward in the wake of a 
rapid insurgent retreat and occup- 
ing several new’ towns, said govern­ 
ment accounts of the operations 
northeast of Madrid, 
Some reports placed the main 
government army in the vicinity 
of 
Almadrones, thirty-two 
miles 
northeast of Guadalajara on the 
highway to Zaragosa, 
Recapture of that town, which fell 
at the first insurgent onslaught two 
weeks ago, would mean recovery of 
all territory lost in the insurgent 
offensive that has been rolled back. 
The goernment reported its troop? 
reached Cogollor, on the road from 
Clfuentes and eight miles horn Al­ 
madrones, and claimed capture of 
Yela. a small village to tile south 
of Oogollor. 
More Italians Captured 
Sixty-two more Italian prisoners 
were captured Sunday, the defense 
junta announced. 
At only one point was serious in­ 
surgent resistance reported Sunday, 
at Padilla dc Iflta, twenty miles 
north of Guadalajara, on a road 
branching off to the west of the 
main highway. There a government 
force coming up to protect tile left 
flank of the main column advanc­ 
ing along the highway attacked an 
insurgent force making a stand.
